I is not god at any time to let Blood without 
great cauſe,and in letting Blood, the Patient muff 
not be too feeble oꝛ weake,noz pet the weather tc hot, 
noꝛ to cold, and let the Chirurgion in no wiſe touch 
any Member in the houre when any euill Planet 
raigneth, nor pet when the Dun, Mone, oꝛ Lozd — 
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the caſt Angle ſhall be in the Signe that gouerneth 
the ſame Member, oz in Leone; And this mult be as 
well conſidered in bzcaking oz ſetting of Bones, and 
ſuch like, |
